ous smog which settled over 
Donora, Pa., last October. 

Dr, Mills said up to 52 per cent 
of persons under 50 years of age 
were affected. 

Dr. Mills’s findings were con- 
tained in the last of a series of 
reports on the smog. The reports 
were made from a house-to-house 
canvass authorized by the Donora 
borough council at his suggestion 
and which covered all but about 
2500 of the 13,500 persons living 
in the Donora-Webster area. 

Some 20 persons died and the 
University of Cincinnati School of 


Medicine was asked to conduct an 


investigation, 
Missed Major Disaster. 

Dr. Mills repeated a previous 
statement that the community 
barely missed a major catastrophe. 
Some 4458 of the 10.845 persons 
questioned reported smog effects 
on the fatal day,” Dr. Mills said. 
“These were not just idle reports 
of imaginary damage, for 
asked for and received medical 
attention while 338 sought in vain 
for such help.

been privately urged by Senator 
Sheridan Downey (Dem.), Cali- 
fornia. 

Senator Downey is a good friend 
of the Giannini family in Califor- 
nia. Biffle's statement to the 
Post-Dispatch, made frankly in 
response to specific questions, 
came as the Federal Reserve 
Board opened hearings on its anti- 
monopoly complaint against the 
Giannini banking empire, the 
largest in the world. Amadeo P. 
Giannini and his son, Mario, for 
years have fought a duel with the 
aggressive Eccles, who sees the 
Giannini’s Transamerica Corp. as 
a monopolistic branch-banking 
holding company inimical to sound 
banking practices.

ROOFERS STRIKE 
IN DEADLOCK ON 
WAGE DEMANDS 


Employes of 30 Firms 
With Major Share. of 
Business in City—30-Ct. 
Rise Sought. _ 


Roofing employes of 30 com- 
panies who do about 80 per cent 
of the roofing business here went 
on strike today after negotiations 
on a new contract deadlocked over 
wage demands, it was announced 
by the Roofing Contractors of 
"Greater St. Louis. 

The strike was authorized last 
Wednesday by a vote of Local 2, 
AFL Composition Roofers’ Union, 
conducted by the Missouri Indus- 
trial Commission, and by another 
vote last night against accepting 
the latest offer of the association, 
Robert Mass, attorney for the as- 
sociation said. 

Mass said the scale for roofers 
under the contract that expired 
last Monday was $2.12% an hour 
for journeymen roofers and $2.37% 
for foremen. The union sought a 
rise of 50 cents an hour for both 
groups but reduced the demand to 
30 cents when the association of- 
fered a rise of 12% cents an hour, 
Mass said. 

“We feel the increase of 30 cents 
an hour is not warranted at this 
time because the cost of living has 
declined from its recent high, be- 
cause the scale is now the highest 
in the country except for New 
York City, Chicago and Los An- 
geles, and because most of our 
work is done on residential prop- 
erty where rents are frozen,” Mass 
said. He said business has slumped 
badly in recent months. 

Malcolm Bartley, attorney for 
the union, said comparisons of 
wages with other cities were un- 
fair because St, Louis had a gen- 
erally higher cost-of-living index 
than cities where lower rates pre- 
valled. He said roofers were the 
lowest paid members of the build- 
ing trades and had the lowest an- 
nual take-home pay because they 
were most subject to weather 
interruptions. 

The union last year sought the 
25-cent increase that became a 
pattern for other building trades, 
he said, but had to accept 12% 
cents and received this amount for 
only seven months of the year. He 
said when arbitration was pro- 
posed by a federal conciliator, the 
union announced it would give 
the proposal consideration but the 
employers flatly rejected it. 

He also pointed out roofers’ 
helpers were paid $1.25 an hour 
and the increase offered them in 
the current negotiations was only 
5 cents. He said most of the work 
done by the contractors was com- 
mercial—that small independent 
contractors performed most of the 
residential work. 

The United States Conciliation 
Service has called a meeting of 
employer and union representa- 
tives next Thursday in an effort 
to end the deadlock, Mass said. 
About 200 men are involved.

RGENTINA is the political and economic paradox of the Western 
Hemisphere. In theory, it is a republic and a democracy; in 
practice, it is virtually a totalitarian state. It has a popularly 


elected Government, but its President, Brig. Ger. Juan Domingo 


Peron, is, in effect, a dictator. 

Argentina has tremendous quan- 
tities of the food and raw mate- 
rials which the world so sorely 
needs, and its productive capacity 
is great. It has the finest 
lands and most fertile soil in 
South America, and its climate is 
perfect for agriculture and stock 
raising. In normal times it ex- 
ports more corn than any other 
country in the world and stands 
third among the world’s great 
wheat exporting nations, yet its 
agricultural and industrial produc- 
tion is falling every day. 

The nation’s economy is com- 


pletely controlled and dictated by 
the inecnmnent. Trade, exports 


plete financial collapse. 

People Stripped of Freedoms. 

The Argentine people have been 
stripped of practically all their 
freedom as individuals and as 
groups, Press and radio are dom- 
inated and censored by the Gov- 
ernment. Officials of the’ present 
administration themselves have 
bought up or acquired a con- 
trolling interest in the major por- 
tion of the country’s newspapers. 
The President’s wife, young, viva- 
cious and canny Senora Maria 
Eva Duarte de Peron—popularly 
known as “Evita,” or “Little Eva” 
—is one of Argentina’s principal 
publishers. 

President Peron is the man who, 
in 1943, led a military revolt 
against the duly elected, but dis- 
credited, Government of President 
Ramon Castillo. As self-appointed 
War Minister &nd later as Vice 
President, he was the military dic- 
tator of the country for three 
years, after which he called elec- 
tions in which he was the suc- 
cessful for the Pres# 
dency. 

Peron is at the height of his 
political popularity with the na- 
tion as a whole. If an election 
were held tomorrow, the Masses 
of the people would support him. 
Contrariwise, because of the eco- 
nomic disaster which looms so 
forbiddingly on the Argentine ho- 

every important manufac- 


course, every member of the old 
aristocratic families would ‘vote 


against him, 

In general, Senora Peron is not 
so popular with the people as is 
her husband the so-called up- 
per classes have never been so 
bitter against any public personal- 
ity as they are her. Nev- 
ertheless, the control which she 
and her friends exert over the 


more than $600,000,000 in gold on 
deposit in the United States alone. 

With the war over, the devas- 
tated and starving European coun- 
tries and Argentina’s needy neigh- 
bors in South America were forced 
to pay exorbitant prices for Ar- 
gentine products or go without 
them. Still more money piled up. 
The Government bought out for- 
eign enterprises in Argentina or 
forced them to sell. It expropri- 
ated others outright, and applied 
a wide variety of stiff customs 
duties, taxes, excises and other 
levies on nearly every private 
business, and particularly on pri- 
vate export-import operations. 

Yet the Argentine Treasury is 
practically bare of dollars today 
and the ernment as of Feb. 1 
has barred transfers. of money 
abroad and the importing of for- 
eign goods. 

Even before this move, imports 
and exports had declined to a 
record low. Bumper grain crops 
in Canada, the United States 
and other countries have lessened 
the world's dependence on high- 
priced Argentine grain, and that 
means less dollar exchange in 
Buenos Aires. Because of high ex- 
port taxes, arbitrary and un- 
economic measures and the low 
prices paid to them by the Govern- 
ment, farmers are producing less 
and less. Why produce surpluses 
and be compelled to sell at a loss? 

Meanwhile, bus‘ness enterprises 
which the Government acquired in 
the last few years by purchase, 
forced sale or expropriation are 
all in the red. The railroads, re- 
cently taken over from British 
operators, are losing at the rate 
of $200,000,000 a year. The huge 
telephone system purchased from 
the International Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. less than three 
years ago for $90,000,000, is cur- 
rently losing $36,000,000 a year, 
even though it was one of the 
most profitable concerns in South 
America when the Government 
took title to it. 

Some Just Close Down. 

Many foreign businesses, includ- 
ing United States firms, have 
found it wise to close their Ar- 


gentine operations completely. 
Branch plants of General Motors 
and Ford were among them. The 
United States-owned packing in- 
dustry, one of the major enter- 
prises of our citizens in Argentina 
and hitherto one of the most prof- 
itable, is in diffieult circum- 
stances. Other large firms are 
on the verge of bankruptcy. 

Inflation is at its peak. As this 
is written, the value of the Argen-. 
tine peso in terms of our dollar 
is less than half of what it was 
18 months ago, and it is still de- 
clining. Government price-fixing 
has failed to halt or slow the rise 
in living costs. The Argentine 
black market in dollar and other 
foreign exchange is the most 
flourishing in the hemisphere. 

Some Argentines say that it is 
not even a black market, “but so 
open and flagrant that only paid 
advertising in the newspapers 
could make it more public.” Yet, 
one high Government official 
boasts that it is a good thing for 
the country. “It lets people make 
money in these hard times,” he 
told me. 

More and more curren is 
being issued, and, as one 
man described it, “printing presses 
are working overtime at the Min- 
istry of the Treasury. We don’t 
know what the Government does 
with all that money, or how it 
spends it,” he added, with a wry 
smile, “but we do know where We 
are heading, unless a miracle 
saves us.

THey in- 
clude at the moment a number 
of wealthy women whose addic- 
tion to orchids and the display 
thereof on the front row of po- 
litical. gatherings rather bother 
some of their own people. 

But they are nevertheless influ- 
ential as party managers in their 
states where candidates generally 
must meet with their approval. 
This has especial importance in 
states where long years of Re- 
publican rule of legislature have 
meant gerrymandered districts 
from which safe men can be sent 
to Congress to gather seniority 
and power. 

The committee’s influence was 
very strong, for example, in the 
Eightieth Congress where Re- 
publicans from safe districts who 
had managed to hold on through 
the Roosevelt years ran the show.

OSLO, Feb. 3 (AP) 


OREIGN MINISTER HALVARD LANGE told Parliament today 
Norway’s own interests would be the deciding factor on any step 
it takes about joining a defense alliance. 


The question won't be 


decided on “what other nations want us to do or not to do,” he said. 


Lange asserted Norway will 
have to make “further investiga- 
tions” before making up its mind 
on whether it wants an invitation 
to join in discussions of a pro- 
posed Atlantic alliance of western 
powers. 

“As soon as these investigations 
have been undertaken, the ques- 
tion of whether Norway ought to 
join in these preparatory discus- 
sions will be submitted to Parlia- 
ment,” he said. 

Communist Move Beaten. 

Parliament defeated by a large 
majority a Communist proposal, 
advanced after Lange spoke, that 
the assembly postpone debate on 
failure of the Scandinavian de- 
fense talks. The Communist aim 
apparently was to delay approval 
of the Government’s policy. 

Lange had sharply attacked the 
Communists, who. he said, were 
giving wrong information about 
Norway's politics to Moscow. His 
speech before Parliament followed 
an exchange of notes between the 
Russian and Norwegian govern- 
ments on the projected North At- 
lantic pact last weekend. 

Reporting to Parliament on the 
failure of Norway, Sweden and 
Denmark to agree on the essen- 
tials oc a Scandinavian defense 
pact, Lange said that since the at- 
tempt Failed “each of the three 
countries must try to solve its se- 
curity problems separately, ac- 
cording to what it finds to be 
right,’ Negotiations broke down 
la t weekend when Sweden insist- 
ed on strict neutrality. 

Norway’s Defense Aims. 

Lange did not refer to Russia’s 
note requésting clarification of 
Norway’s intentions with regard 
to the proposed Atlantic pact, but 
his address followed the lines of 
Oslo’s reply to Moscow. The pact 
would link the defenses of the 
United States, Canada, Britain, 


France, Belgium, Holland, Luxem- 
Lourg and possibly other western 
European countries. 

Norway is looking toward mu- 
tual defense treaties for its own 
protection, Lange emphasized. 


“The United Nations can not be 
counted on as a deciding security 
factor because confident co-opera- 


tion among the big powers, which 


was hoped for, has not been real- 
ized,” he said. Even if a univer- 
sal security organization is the 
ideal solution, security under the 
existing circumstances must be 
established through more narrow 
regional arrangements. 

“The western democracies have 
one primary aim—to prevent war 
and to create stability in our part 
of the world. Their aim is a peace- 
ful international life within the 
framework of the U.N. but at the 
same time they will strengthen 
the defenses of regional groups in 
case a disaster cannot be avoided.” 


Exchange With Communist. 

Various groups in Parliament— 
with the exception of the Commu- 
nists—supported the Government 


plan to give further study te the 

Atlantic pact idea. Several speak- 

ers said not too much time should

Communist Joergen Vogt pro- 
tested that Norway “must not bind 
its fate to the armaments of Wall 
Street.” Lange replied, “What we 
have in common with the Atlantic 
nations is not capitalist exploith- 
tion but social ideals and resbect 
for the value of the individual.” 

Vogt charged Lange had received

Pian Commission set aside a por- 
tion of each of its monthly meet- 
ings to hear suggestions from 
property owners for improvements 


in zoning regulations was made 
last night at the fifth of a series 
of six public hearings on the pro- 
posed new zoning ordinance. 

The recommendation was made 
dy W. C. Bernard, a member of 
the joint zoning revision commit- 
tee, a citizens group, at the hear- 
ing at Beaumont, High School, The 
| hearing was attended by about 
100 members of the Second, Third, 
Fourth and Twenty-first wards. 
| “The public hearings held so 
pod Bernard said, “have dem- 
onstrated the merit and value of a 
frank approach to the zoning qués- 
tion in St. Louis. The criticisms 
and suggestions that have been 
made have been offered in a spirit 
| of co-operation and are in direct 
contrast with the bickering and 
obstructionist tactics which mark 
two previous attempts to modern- 
ize our zoning ordinance.” 

As a result of this attitude on 
the part of property owners, he 
said, he believed they should be 
} encouraged to offer suggestions 
| for improvements in the proposed 
bill once it becomes law. Thus, 
from these suggestions, the zon- 
ing law could be kept up to date 
iif the commission would recom- 
[mend changes it deemed meri- 
torſous. 

Vvnder the proposal, amend- 
ments, supplements or changes in 
i district boundaries may be in- 
j itiated either on motion of the 
| commission or by filing a petition 


with the commission by the owner 
of property within the prescribed 
area. 

Charles J. Eisenring, represent- 
ing the Chouteau-Lindell Improve- 
ment Association objected to a 
proposal that would change the 
character of the area between 
Spring and Prairie avenues and St.

WILL BE NAMED 
THE UNITED STATES 


Will Be Second Combat Ship 
to Bear Designation, First 
Built.in 1797. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 (AP) — 
The Navy's new 65,000-ton aircraft 
carrier will be named the U.S.. 
United States, President Truman’s 
approval of the name was an- 
nounced by the White House yes- 
terday. 

The ship, to be built at New- 
port News, Va., will be the second 
combat ship in United States his- 
tory to bear the name. The Navy's 
first ship, a frigate built in 
Philadelphia and launched May 
10, 1797, bore the same name. That 
ship, 200 feet long and 43 feet 
wide, cost $300,000.

for the next four years, including 
19 banks in St. Louis and St. 
Louis county, was announced to- 
day by State Treasurer M. E. 
Morris. : 

The number of banks chosen by 
Morris to receive state deposits is 
nearly double the 65 awarded de- 
pository contracts four years ago 
by the last State Treasurer Robert 
W. Winn. 

The new depository awards were 
approved by Gov. Forrest Smith 
and State Auditor William H. 
Holmes, as required by law. 

State deposits in the so-called 
“inactive accounts,” which will 
vary but little except at times 
when the state is required to make 
large disbursements, will range 
from $50,000 to $2,000,000, Morris 


said. 

The State maintains larger ac- 
counts in three banks for trans- 
action of current State business, 
including payment of monthly 
payrolls and bills. These deposits 
vary from about $15,000,000 to 
$24,000,000. 


These three 
count” deposits are in the In- 
dustrial Bank of St. Louis, the 
Central Missouri Trust Co., of 
Jefferson City, and the Commerce 
Trust Co., of Kansas City. 

The over-all State Treasury bal- 
ance, representing approximately 
100 different funds, was $102,935,- 
453 on Feb. 1. Most of these funds 
are kept in the banks designated 
as depositories. 

The State receives no interest 
from the banks on these deposits, 
under provision of State and Fed- 
eral laws, and Federal Reserve 
Bank regulations, ba¥ring interest 
payment on demand deposits. 

All of the State funds placed in 
banks are demand deposits, since 
there is no legal authority for 
making time deposits, which are 
subject to interest payment, or for 
investment of the funds in inter- 
est bearing securities. 

Attempts in recent years to ob- 
tain passage of legislation to en- 
able the State to deposit part of 
its funds in interest-bearing class- 
es of deposits, or to invest such 
funds in income securities have 
failed. ; 
Explanation of Increase. 

Morris said the increase in the 
number of banks chosen as depos- 
itories largely was due to a greater 


Accounts. 


“Deposits are more acceptable 
to the banks now than during the 
war time years,“ Morris said. 
“There is more demand from busi- 
ness for loans than during the 
wartime years. So the banks are 
more interested in obtaining de- 
posits. During the war some of 
the banks did not want State de- 
posits. Even when requested to 
take them.”

O SHOW dow badly things.

In our first White House 
year the girls had worked all 
day, and the butlers, too, and not 
a peep out of them, but that had 
been in hard times. Now, with 
easier times, the complaining 
began, 

I labored over schedules along 
with estimates, trying to get each 
worker satisfied as to the days 
he or she wanted to work. The 
butlers*were taking the brunt of 
things. They had to serve the 
breakfasts with lunch pressing 
them, waiting upstairs and down, 
carrying trays, serving teas all 
over the house, getting tables 
ready, serving dinners, and after 
dinner snacks, and trays of 
drinks. . . .

North was not quite nei | 
enough to open with one club an 
then “reverse” with his higher- 
ranking diamond suit. A diamond 
opening would have been better 
bidding tactics. However, the six- 
spade contract certainly could not 
be criticized in any respect. 

As a matter of fact, South would 
have had clear sailing against any 
opening lead except the one West 
selected. On a heart, diamond or 
club lead, South could have con- 
ceded a heart and ruffed his own 
third heart in dummy. Unfortu- 
nately, however, West opened the 
trump seven, and South saw that 
it would be futile to concede a 
heart trick, because the enemy 
would certainly take out dummy’s 
remaining trump. 

There was a different ray of 

hope, though! The spade deuce 
had been played from dummy at 
the first trick and East had put 
up the 10. South won and passed 
a club into the East hand. East 
returned the diamond queen, 
knocking out dummy’s ace, but 
this did not stop the declarer. He 
cashed the club ace, ruffed a club, 
then went back to dummy with a 
trump to the nine-spot and ruffed 
another club, establishing the fifth 
card in the suit. He could now 
discard one heart on the diamond 
king and another on the set-up 
club. 
South played well and deserved 
the victory—but he should have 
thanked East for his able “assist.” 
The play of the spade 10 at the 
first trick wrecked the defense! 
If East had played low, cheerfully 
letting South take West's spade 
seven with the eight, he would 
have kept dummy’s spade nine 
from becoming a vital entry to the 
establishment of the club suit, and 
routine defense would have de- 
feated the contract.
